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WATER DEPARTMENT'S “FOLICY.” 


A curious example of the helplessness of a paralytic city 
government in its relation with a franchised monopoly is af- 
forded in the row between the water department and the St 
Louis Transit Company. 

The company’s workmen in relaying tracks carelessly break 
the casings surrounding the valves of the water pipes. 

“Our policy in most of these cases,” says Chief Engineer 
Adkins of the Water Department, ‘‘will be to let the company 
go ahead as it has been doing until its tracks are laid. Then 
we will tear up the tracks and fix up our pipes as they were 
in the first place and charge the cost to the transit company.” 

Monday afternoon, however, the department “retaliated.” 
Water was cut off from one of the power houses. This re- 
sulted in a blockade lasting two hours. 

This is the acme of sanity and common sense. Let the com- 
pany go ahead destroying public property. When it is over 
tear up the tracks and interrupt travel, or, retaliate and let 
people walk until the parties to the fool quarrel settle their 
differences.

A Washington dispatch to the local administration organ

Pe- 
tersburg or Berlin. They are in Washington, where they are 
organized into syndicates which are trying to enlist the gov- 
ernment in their private schemes of exploitation. If the Presi- 
dent has the wil] these obstacles will not worry him. 

We have half the world to bustle in. Ever since Monroe 
filed his everlasting caveat the American continent has been 
the special and exclusive care and trust of the United States. 
lt is quite enough to satisfy the ambition and employ the en- 
ergies of our people. To meddle in the affairs of the eastern 
kemisphere is tc enter a labyrinth of unfamiliar politics and 
endanger all that the American people have held most dear.

AN EXPERT'S VIEW 


W. O. INGLIS SEES CORBETT AND 
M’COY IN TRAINING. 


TALKS OF THEM TO 
POST-DISPATCH. 


Corbett Not as Fine as When He 
Fought Jeffries—McCoy a Much 
Improved Man. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—W. O. Inglis, the 
Post-Dispatch’s expert on things fistic, has 
been visiting McCoy and Corbett at their 
training quarters, where they are preparing 
for their battle in this city tomorrow night. 

Corbett was found to be big, strong and 
healthy, though not quite so rugged as whien 
he fought Jeffries. 

McCoy seemed to be bigger, better and 
more dangerous than ever before. Whether 
with the increase of strength and bulk he 
has preserved his best lung power and stam- 
ina ‘Thursday night’s test will tell. Mr. In- 
glis believes he is in excellent condition. 

“Corbett will tower over McCoy like a 
large, kind father ready to wallop his fa- 
vorite son,’’ writes Mr. Inglis. ‘‘Corbett is 
at least 10 pounds bigger than the ambitious 
‘Kid.’ He is not only an inch and a half 
taller, but he is much broader and heavier 
above the waist line. In the legs there is 
little to choose between the men. It isin the 
es that Jim will show as a heavyweight 

ainst a middleweight. 

Ts Corbett fit for a long, 
batt.e? It seems to me that he 
prepared as ie was last May, when he made 
such a splendid showing against the gi- 
gantic Jetiries. Nevertheless, he is as strong 
and quick as ever. Then he seemed abie to 
ight a whole footba'l eleven. Now such a 
big contract might prove a shade too la- 
borious., 

“If | had two weeks more of this training 
l'd be just right,’ he said to the writer 
There is no doubt that two weeks more 
would do Corbett much good. Yet here is 
how he is today: 

‘His eyes are clear as crystal. He weighs 
189 pounds or oy tty near it. His skin is soft 

and tine, and of healthy hue, although quite 
whole. His legs and thighs are drawn fine, 
but have plenty of muscie on them. The 
muscles around the waist and abdomen are 
we'l hardened by brisk work. His arms, 
neck and shuoulders are well covered with 
rugged muscles, though they are not so 
prominent as they were at the time of the 
Jeffries fight. He has boxed with five clever 
men each day, and at his Bath Beach quar- 
ters has followed the best Known rules. 
Kiowever, he has smoked cigars, which 
might be questioned, though British fight- 
ers ure pe rmitted to use a pipe.” 

McCoy's size will surprise everyone. He 
has trained hard at Saratoga. 

“The man is a giant,’’ says Mr. 
“He is just as different from the 
lathy, slab-sided fellow who fought Tom 
Sharkey as the big, hardened center rush 
on a ‘varsity football team is. different 
from the boy he was while at ‘prep’ 
school. He admits weighing 168 pounds, 
stripped, but he looks to me every bit of 
ljz pounds. 

“If mere appearances won battles. then 
no one on earth could beat Kid McCoy. 
His eyes are clear and wonderfully bright, 
his skin is smooth as satin, his muscles are 
all big and outstanding. Ifhat long muscle 
which runs diagonally across the inher part 
of the forearm, from the inner edge of the 
wrist to the outer end of the elbow, stands 
out as if some one had inserted a section 
of a cable under the skin. That is the 
muscle with which McCoy delivers his 
corkscrew punch—an inward twisting of the 
fist for a distance of six inches or less that 
shatters bone where it lands and benumbs 
its victim. 

“It is with this punch, delivered with 
either hand in face or body, whether going 
in or dodging away, that MeC oy does most 
of his punishing. He will have the punch 
with him in the ring in fine working order. 

“McCoy's preparation for the battle might 
well be called training de luxe. Old Fogg 
or Gentleman Jackson or any other of the 
ancient masters would exclaim horror 
against it. They used to think the more 
emaciated a man became the finer was 
his condition.

“The city is at the mercy of the street 
car companies,” he said to the Post-Dis- 
patch. “I am going to call a meeting and 
organize a vigilance committee that. will 
hang any motorman who runs down any- 
body without excuse. 

“My plan is to call a meeting at my office 
first.and there arrange for a big mass meet- 
ing to be held later in a hall. When the 
weather is a little cooler I shall do this. 

“I am tired of seeing people killed and cut 
up by these street cars. I am not talking 
because I want to create the impression 
that I am a union man, either, 
the Suburban and the transit cars 
recklessly. 

“There is a law requiring motormen to 
ring their gongs at a certain distance from 
street corners. Few of them do this. They 
ring their gongs when right upon a person. 
1] frequently drive out and am in danger ot 
being run over. The gong rings when the 
car is within a few feet of me, instead of 
giving me warning from a reasonable dis- 
tance. 

“Many of these cases of cars running t 
fast are occasioned by the fact that the
